Troops Started From India for Egypt— 
Shot and Shell to be Poured 
Into Alexandria. 


The Egyptian Crisis. 

ALEXANDRIA, July 10.—The American 
Admiral, Nicholson, has warned the Arabs 
working on forts if they fire at him he will 
return fire. 

A Calcutta dispatch says the Government 
of India has received final and definite orders 
to despatch its contingent forees to Egypt, 
under Sir Herbert McPherson, who com- 
manded a brigade in the Afghan war. A 
large siege train is preparing at the Agra and 
Bombay Arsenals. Notice of the bombardment 
of Alexandria was given this morning by 
a letter addressea to the Government by 
Admiral Seymour. Cartwright,the acting Brit- 
ish Consul here, has written to Raghet Pasha, 
President of the Egyptian Ministry, announc- 
ing the suspension of relations with the 
Egyptian Government, and another letter to 
Dervish Pasha, the Turkish Commissioner, 
declaring he will be held responsible for the 
safety of the Khedive. The Eastern Tele- 
graph Company is transferring its office to 
shipboard. The ships having on. board the 
officials of the Ottoman Bank, Credit Lyon- 
naise, etc., have already left. 

The twenty-four hours’ notice expires at

trates once more, to a small degree) that the 
Record is not a verbal photograph o the pro- 
ceedings of Congress. and how Congressmen

ashamed of when their blood has become 

cooled, or they have had time to refiect how 
indiscreet,{ abusive, passionate or vulgar 
language may affect their private or 
ublic reputation. Mr. Butterworth had 
een interrupted by Sunset Cox, who asked 
bim to roconcile the removal of Amos Smith, 
the collector of internal revenue in Butter- 

worth’s own district. Butterworth could 
not reconcile it with the eulogy of the Ad- 
ministration, and for the good reason that it 
was an uiterly indefensible act. Amos Smith 
ranked at the Internal Revenue efflce as 
the best collector inthe United States. He 
was a man of unimpeachable integrity and 
unexceptional ability as an executive oilicer, 
and there was no complaint against him. 
The son of Alphonso Taft wanted the place 
and got it. Butterworth and the best people 
of Cincinnati protested against the removal, 
but Taft, the Stalwart, got the place, and his 
father, Grant’s old Attorney-General, re- 
ceived a foreign mission. This happened in 
Butterworth’s district, in spite of his earnest 
protest, and it was and js a scandal on the 
Administration. Amos Smith has been made 
so popular by it that it is said he could de- 
feat Butterworth for the nomination to Con- 
gress if he should try. When Cox to-day. 
therefore, asked Butterworth to reconciie 
this removal wich his eulogy of Arthur’s 
civil service he could not do it, but he could 
lose his ternper, and, in what the House 
pleases to call tbe heat of debate, he made an 
allusion to Cex in language too vile to be re- 
peated. It was, as Cox said later, language 
that could only be used in a nameless place. 
Subsequently the House ordered it stricken 
from the record, but it was spoken, and it 
was to grossthat the suggestion was made 
that it might be well to request the ladles to 
vacate the galleries.

A Princess Among Us. 
From a New York Special! Dirpatch. 

The World says that the Princess Olive 
Lubin, only child of Faustin I., Emperor of 
Hayti, arrived bere on Monday from Port au 
Prince. She is 36 years of age and a widow. 
Her husband was Gen. Amitie Lubin, and 
married the Princess While her family and his 
own were in exile, his family having adhered to 
the Emperor even after his overthrow in 1859. 
The Emperor Faustin I. was born a slave, but 
was freed by a decree which freed all the 
Slaves. Ile took part in different tneurrec- 
tions, and became commander of a division in 
the army. On March 1, 1847, he was elected 
President of the republic, and began a reign 
of terror. He declared himtelf Emperor te 
1849, under the title of Faustin I., and created 
a nobility amorg tne negroes. In 1859 he was 
overtarown and exiled. He was recalled in 
1867, and soon after died. The Princess was 
educated with great care and speaks several 
languagea. She and her husband spent sey- 
eral years in Kurope, and afterwara lived at 
their couatry-house near Port au Prince. 
The present Government, though republi- 
can, has restored much of the estate of the 
late Emperor. The Princess has received 
from this source over $1,000,000. Sue is at 
present the guest of the Elaytian Consul, but 
will soon start on a tour through the country.

PROHIBITION IN MISSOURI. 

The Prohibition movement has received 
a great impetus from the large popular 
majorities by which amendments absolutely 
prohibiting the manufacture or sale of all 
intoxicating beverages have been incorpor- 
ated in theConstitutions of Kansas and Iowa. 
The support which this movement has re- 
ceived from Democrats prevented the Demo- 
cratic party from making a fight against it 
as a party in either Iowa or Kansas. Here 
in Missouri, as in Iowa, some of the leading 
Democrats and Democratic newspapers are 
earnestly advocating the sudmiassion and 
adoption of a Prohibition amendment, and 
here as elsewhere the Republicans will be 
sure to make this issue the means of divid- 
ing and defeating their opponents. Itis an 
issue affecting such large interests, moral and 
material, and involving such important prin- 
ciples of American legislative policy, that 
it must be squarely met, and all parties must 
soon take sides for it or against. it. We see 
that Democratic candidates for the Legisla- 
ture are being forced to pledge themselves to 
vote for its submission to the people, and 
therefore the time for its discussion is come. 
The issue is presented inthe following con- 
stitutional amendment, adopted the other 
day by apopular majority of 30,000 in the 
State of Iowa: 

No person shall manufacture for sale, or sell 
or keep for sale as a beverage, any intoxicat- 
ing liquors whatever, including ale, wine and 
beer. The General Assembly shall by law 
prescribe regulations for the enforcement of 
the prohibition herein contained, aad shail 


thereby provide suitable penalties for the vio- 
lation of the provisions thereof. 


Here is a fundamental law adopted by the 
votes of the agricultural people of Iowa 
against the votes of her cities, yet it declares 
that the fruits of her orchards and vineyards 
and the surplus grain of her farms must go 
beyond her own boundary to find a market, 
and must be manufactured elsewhere into 
wine, beer and whisky before her people can 
buy and drink thereof. Inview of the fact 
that the cities which opposed this law 
are the spots most afilicted by the 
evils of the liquor traffic, this is a remark- 
able exhibition of self-denial on the part of 
farmers who but a few years since burned 
their corn as their cheapest fuel. It is alsoa 
remarkable exhibition of the rage for using 
the power of the bailot-box to regulate the 
purely personal concerns and the sumptuary 
indulgences of our fellow- citizens. No mon- 
archic government, backed by a vast standing 
army, would dare attempt to enforce such a 
decree for the destruction of established in - 
dustries and the vast property. interests built 
thereon. A less tyrannical interference with 
the tea-drinking of our ancestors cost GEORGE 
III. his American colonies, and a less exas- 
perating restriction of personal liberty has 
cost many a king his crown. 

The greatest danger which the rule of 
the majority has to contend with in this 
independent country§is the lust ot power 
and the temptation to use it tyran- 
nically. The despotism of a majority may 
become as odious and intolerable as the des- 
potism of a military monarch, provoking the 
same disrespect for authority and the same 
demoralizing efforts to enjoy personal free- 
dom by circumventing and resisting the law. 
In this country, where the enforcement of 
laws depends so much on the general assent 
of public opinion, nothing bas produced so 
much demoralization and contempt for law 
and for the authority behind it as these fool- 
ish and futile attempts to deprive the multi- 
tude of the right to choose their own drinks 
because some Weaklings make sots and hogs 
of themselves, The object of the law is im- 
practicable and cannot be realized in a land 
of men accustomed to be their own mas- 
ters and quick to resent and resist 
the efforts of that paternalism in govern- 
ment which inststs on treating them as little 
children in matters of diet and pastime as 
well as in matters of business. 

The whole thing is wrong and at war with 
the principles of American government, be- 
catise it is a daring and odious extinction of 
the rights and responsibilities of the indi- 
vidual citizen. If the Democrats have bar- 
tered away the traditional ideas of their party 
till they can palter With or court a sentiment 
hostile to all the recognized landmarks of 
Anglo-Saxon liberty—if they have not the 
will and the nerve to meet this Prohibition 
movement at the Very threshold with an out- 
spoken and determined opposition—they will 
wofully miscaiculate the temper of the Mis- 
sourl people. To give to communities the 
right to regulate the liquor traffic and 
to prohibit, it they so desire, an in-

A HARROWING STORY 


Teld by the Jewish Exiles From 
Russia. 


Arrival of Two Hundred and Fifty Rei- 
ugees in St. Lonis—Their Inhuman 
and Brutal Treatment De- 
scribed by Them- 

selves. 


Two ht~dred and fifty Russian Hebrew ex- 
nes came into the city on Saturday evening, 
and the resources of the Hebrew Relief Com- 


The house 

Nr street has been rented, and 1021 North 
Sey cing and in these two places about a hun- 
dred oir 2wretched exiles have been tem- 
porarily placed. A dozen or so are at the 
Hindman House, on Fifth street, and the bal- 
ance have been distributed out in fives and 
tens in various small boarding-houses 
about Carr and Biddle street and in the 
Frenchtown region. 4 PoST-DISPATCH re. 
porter this morning made the round of the 
tenements where these poor people are 
huddled. The houses where the Jews are 
staying can be easily recognized two squares 
away by the wagons of luggage before the 
doors, and the crowd of green-capped, long- 
coated men at work on the bags of bedding 
and clothes. Butoneor two of the new ar- 
rivals are atall able to speak English, and 
the great majority of them are of amuch lower 
grade of intelligence than the Hebrews we are 
in the habit of meeting in St. Louis. 
They look like a heavy-witted, superstitious 
and ignorant class, the result doubtiess of the 
generations of proacription and prosecution to 
which the race in Russia has been exposed. 
They do not seem to have the energy and snap 
which is the discriminating mark of the Amer- 
ican Hebrew. Aud many of them seem to be- 
lieve that in conring to America they have 2c- 
complisbed all that they have to do, and that 
the balance lies entirely with their co-religiov - 
ists here. The women are much 
brighter-looking than the men, Some 
of them, despite their poverty and their un- 
couth dresses, are very pretty. Among them 
the scribe noticed two or three giris who were 
thorough blondes, with reddish hair and dark 
blue eyes, Apparentiy the custom of banging 
the hair is knownin South Russia, for several 
of those maidens bad a cofffure which could be 
exactiy matchea any sunny afternoon on 
Fourth street. At 608 Carr street Mr. Lichten: 
stein, of tne Relief Committee, wus busily at 
work getting the baggage ot the refugees in 
under cover. he baggune consisted 
altogether of huge bunales, with here and 
there an antique brass-bound hair trunk with 
quaint Russian lettering on the sides and the 
Cunard piacard on the bottom.

The story is one of such 
Savage, Obscene crosity that American ears 
would not credit the details as more than the 
ravings of a madman. Aud yet they all tell 
the same story.

ound among the exiles a refined and intel}. 
gent lady, Madam Minna Geitel, late of Odes- 
sa. Mr. Goidsmith himself acted as interpret 
er, and after deseribing her journey from 
Odessa through Lembrick, Craccow, Ham- 
burg, Berlin and Liverpool to New York she 
said: Why did we leave Russia? Because it was 
death and more than death to stay. We were 
at the mercy of a drunken populace ravening 
for our blood. They thought they were doing 
a religious work in persecuting us. I have 
seen with my own eyes an old Russian ercne 
over 80 years ot age pick up a 
stone on the street, cross herself 
with it and then huri it throngh my window. 
Crowds of peopie have gathered in front of 
our house in Odessa, aud made their little 
children throw stones at it. When the piace 
was sacked they took over 60,0 roubles out of 
the safe and threw it out in tne street to be

carried off by the rabbie. Aud for what? 
Because we were Jews. Because 
we didnot believe in Jesus Christ. Iknow a 


man, a Ohristian, to whom I hadgiven clothes 
and money Over and over aguin, deliberate)y 
set fire to dur house. You people here will 
never know what we suffer. Before we lett on 
holidays and Sundays we had to lock 
our doors and wait trombling within 
to see what would be done with us. Had it 
not been for the Commandant ot Odessa, not a 
Jew would have been leit alive in the town. Hea 
ordered the bar rooms closen so that the mop 
could not get liquor, and dispersed therabbie 
with the soldiery. But the people that sut- 
fered most were the Jews in the viliagea 
about Odessa. At Balte just one-half the Jews 
were killed. Two bundied girls were ontraged 
there and in two other villages near them. It 
is uniucky to be a Jewish girl in Russia now. 
At Kieff 600 Jewish families were driven out in 
one duy. And the mob was not satished with 
driving us out. They fellowed after our people 
and broke the wagons on which they were 
going away, burnttheir bedding and tore off 
their clothes. They would kill us if we stayed 

but they would not let us leave.“ f 

‘You seom to belong to a ditferent class 
from these other exiles,’’ remarked the re- 
porter.

KANSAS’ GOVERNOR. | 


He Talks of ‘sovernor Crittenden, 
Crops and ‘Temperance 
Things Generally. 


He Does Not Believe in the Wholesale 
Pardoning of Convicts—Governor 
: Phelps’ Emphatic Views, 


Gov. St. John, of Kansas, arrived in the city 
on the Ohno and Mississippi this morning and 
left for Topeka, Kansas, on the Chicago and 
Alton Kansas City train half an hour later. 
While the Governor was exchanging bis black 
cloth lecture suit for a Granger gray, a reporter 
met him. lle is one ot the most noted cold 
water advocates inthe country, though his ap- 
pearance would lead one to believe him ‘‘a 
rounder of experience’’ instead of a temper- 
ance talker, A stoveptpe hat badly brushed 
against the grain and a free and easy manner 
are two points wherein he differs decidedly 


from a typical total abatinence lecturer. 

Governor, will you tell me where you are 
from, whither you are going, 80 hing about 
the crops, temperance moveme he pardon- 
ing power, and anything you ca ink of that 
wil) be of interest to the public?’’ , 

„Woll, I'm in the city for an hour until a 
train starts lor home. I am just roturning 
from Seymour, Indiana, where I addressed a 
temperance meeting of 15,000 people yesterday.

THE LOTTERY CASES. 


Judge Laughlin Sick and Tired—Deferred— 
A Rumor About Lehndorf. 


At 10-30 o’elock this morning the Criminal 
Court room was packed with l#ttery men and 
faro sharps awaiting the opening of the per- 
formance. The sixty cases against Warren T. 
McChesney, the supposed high priest of the 
lottery men, and grand master and arch con- 
spirator, were docketed for trial. To prove 
nis connection will be a difficult task. An un- 
pretentious tin sign, reading ‘‘Warren T. Me- 
Ohesney, Contractor,“ just north of Market, 
on the cast side of Sixth, is the only evidence 
of whatis this man’s business. When Detec- 
tive George Leonard, of the Circuit Attorney's 


office, visited thetlotterv headquarters a few 
weens ago when they were ignorant of bis ob- 
ject, Black, in his own inimitable, mysterious 
style, admitted, after several questions, that 
he represented a two-thirds interest in the 
scheme known as Pate’s Races for McChesney. 
Biack is now under conv'ciion for a felony and 
also for having wade a corenpt voluntary oath 
in the Johnson-Kennett imbroglio. Taking 
these facts into consideration and the State- 
ments made that McChesney knows more about 
Biack’s career than one man should know 
„bout another, it would be hard to guess 
ust What kind of a performance 
lack would give were he allowed to take the 
witness stand. About II o'clock a note aritved 
from Judge Laugh in's farm, on the Lackland 
road, stating thathe was sick and unable to 
hold court to-day, but expected to besufiicient- 
ly recovered by to-morrow to resume the bus 

nessofthe term. Among the other defend- 
ants who should be in attendance on the Crim: 
inal Court at each session is 
Henry Lehndorf, thelotcery man, who pleaded 
guts, and is now the unnappiest of the many 
unhapy defendants before the bar of the Crim- 
in») Court. His plea of agulity was, 
doubdtless, entered to secure the 
freedom of McChesney, Pate, Bruner, Glordan 
and Black and nearly forty venders. The 
p ower of the clique could then be concentrat- 
ed in Lehndorf’s behalf anda pardon could 

be secured, It was also supposed that the 
State would recommend six months. but the 
lottery men did not benefit by the published 
predictions that they wou!d get the butt end ot 
the law. Lehndort's plea preciudes an appeal 
or trial, and the only thing for him to 
do is to be in attendance at the 
court at every session to ‘receive 
the aeferrea sentence. To-day Lekndorf was 
not iu the Criminai Court and a rumor soon 
gained circulation that the guilty man bad 
escapea.

ROBBING THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 


How the American Meat Canning Company 
Got Its Water. 


There is an establishment at No. 2315 Morgan 
street that is known as the American Meat 
Canning Company. This establishment is 
owned principally by aman named Schuch- 
mann. In the process of manufacturing the 
meats into a compacs shape in cans there is a 
great quantity of water used in cleansing and 
cooking. Tae water tax. though amail, seems 
to have been a great source of vexation to 
Schuchmann, and it is said he devised the fol- 


owing method to cheat the city out of the tax. 
Next to his establishment isthe home of bia 
sister-in-law, Catherine Schuchmann, No, 2313 
Morgan street. In the cellar of her house is 
ahydrant and meter for water supply. A 
ditch was dug under the wall dividing the two 
houses and the water pipe tapped in the wid- 
now’s house and ied into the canning house. 
The lead pipe was tapped just at the side of the 
rezuiarcity supply pipe and could not be 


noticed. In this way Schuchmann has been 
getting hig water for a long time 
past, and cheuting the city out 


of tho tax. The fraud would probably never 
bave been discovered had it vot been that 
Schuchkmann discharged an employe a short 
time ago on account of some misunderstand- 
ing between them. This fellow, whose name 
cannot be learned, went to Commissioner 
Whitman and informed him of the whole 
affair, Upon an investigation being 
made it was tound to be true, as the 
fellow had stated. To show that the man was 
particeps criminis, it was found that he had in 
his ewploy a colored boy named Taylor Halt 
mon, who was instrnecced to go into the sister- 
in-law’scellarand turn off the water every 
time an official would come around to inspect 
the premises. Another.boy named George 
Ballo also knew about the matter. The city 
water licanse was taken out in 
the nume of the deceased brother, Philip 
Schuchmann, and the meter in the cellar of 
No, 2813 only registered a small portion of the 
water that was used. Commissioner Whitman 
laid the matter before the Clty Attorney on 
Saturday. To day Warrants were issued from 
the Second District Police Court for both the 
man and the widow of the dead 
brother. The case will be tried to-morrow 
under the city ordinance, which only provides 
a fine of from $5 to $50 in the violation of the 
water act. Clty Attorney Arskine says the law 
is vory defective in this particular. It provides
